Bill Passed by the House Wednesday- 
Many Amendments Defeated. 
"Washington, Feb. 
20.—The house 
Wednesday devoted itself strictly to 
business. 
The 
army 
appropriation 
bill, carrying $23,275,902, was passed, 
the conference report on the urgent de­ 
ficiency bill was adopted, and the bill 
to extend for five years the time in 
which the government can bring suits 
to annul patents to public lands was 
passed. 
An amendment was adopted 
lim iting the application of the act to

and 
wagon-road 
grants. 
The following proviso was also added 
to the bill: 
“That no suit shall 
be 
brought, nor shall recovery be had, for 
lands that were patented in lieu of 
other lands covered by " grant which

WHY BRITAIN HALTS. 


Hopes to Secure Cor tain Point Before 
Settling Venezuela Boundary. 
W ashington, Feb. 20.—It is impossi­ 
ble to secure any confirmation from a 
source entitled to credit of the state­ 
ment that has given rise to so much dis­ 
cussion in the British newspapers to 
the effect that our government has sig­ 
nified its willingness to join in the ap­ 
pointm ent of a joint commission with 
Great Britain to ascertain the facts as 
to the Venezuelan boundary question 
and for the settlement of the m atter by 
ordinary diplomatic means. A careful 
inspection of the correspondence that 
has passed between the two govern­ 
m ents up to this time will! however, it 
is said, show’ clearly that the United 
States has from the first been willing 
and anxious to agree upon any plan for 
the settlement of the boundary dispute 
that held out any promise of insuring 
the just treatm ent of Venezuela. 
It now appears that the British gov­ 
ernment is halting only in the hope of 
securing a stipulation precedent to the 
appointment of the joint commission, to 
the effect that provision shall be made 
for the retention under the British flag 
of such parts of the territory that may

Chicago Cutters and Trimmers' 
Hon to Go Ont. 
Chicago, Feb. 20.—At an early hour 
this morning the Cutters’ and Trim­ 
mers’ association decided to order a 
strike in the wholesale clothing houses. 
This means that at least 700 cutters and 
trimmers will refuse to go to work, 
and about 12.000 men, women and chil­ 
dren employed in the clothing manu­ 
facturing establishments will be thrown 
out of work. 
All the men agreed that unless the 
manufacturers receded from their posi­ 
tion there was but one alternative left 
to the cutters and trimmers, and that 
is to maintain the union scale of wages 
even if it meant a lock-out to them. 
To accede to the demands of the manu­ 
facturers meant the destruction of the 
union, and this they would not submit 
to. They say they have the assurances 
that there are not to exceed twenty 
firms who will attem pt to enforce the 
new rules and place schedules of the 
Manufacturers’ association. In case of 
a strike or lock-out, as the men prefer to 
call it, it is not the number of men actu­ 
ally locked out by the enforcement who 
will suffer, but other employes, who are 
dependent upon them in their work 
The total number affected will amount 
to twelve or fourteen thousand.

ECHOES OF THE DAY 
IN TOWN MR. FORD WILL SUE 


Janesville Delegation at Madison Ap­ 
pear Before the Apportionment Com­ 
mittee to Enter a Protest Against 
Dismemberment—Secretary Turner 
Holds Out a Hopeful Suggestion. 
Secietary A. J. Turner, who has 
been in charge of the apportionment 
work from the first, told Janesville 
men this morning that he did not be­ 
lieve Book county would be split. 
A special dispatch to The Gazette at 
3 p. rn. today was as follows: 
"All kinds of trouble developed this 
morning in regard to arranging the 
senate districts, on the basis that 
county lines could be broken, if neces­ 
sary.

The discussion over the senate dis­ 
trict division of southern Wisconsin 
was animated. 
Assemblymen Jones. 
Hanson and Fenner Kimball wanted 
Bock county made a district by itself, 
and said that the people of that sec­ 
tion would be satisfied with no other 
division. 
Assemblyman Martin of LaFayette, 
made his debut as a law-maker by de­ 
claring he thought it would be neces­ 
sary to break county lines, and es­ 
pecially to split Bock eounty in order 
to satisfy his part of the state. 


No M ore D em ocratic M ethods.

Senator T. D. Weeks 6aid he did 
not like the idea of placing Jefferson 
county with Walworth, but he would 
bow to the inevitable. 
Executive Session H eld Late. 
The apportionment sub committee 
went into executive session at ll 
o'clock and sat until 3 this morning, 
At a late hour the committee decided 
\ J a vote of IO to 9, that county lines 
could be broken in the arrangement of 
senate districts if such a step was de­ 
sired. Of the seven democratic mem­ 
bers of the committee, six voted solidly 
against the proposition, one, Senator 
Kruszka, of Milwaukee, having been 
absent. This fact Ib a little b it singu­ 
lar when It is remembered that the 
democratic apportionments have been 
arranged on the basis of broken county 
lines were Stout, Baxter and Weeks. 
Lines May N ot B e B roken. 
While the action of the committee 
has been taken it by no means follows 
that county lines will be broken. 
A 
subcommittee consisting of Senator 
Baxter and Assemblymen Burdick, 
Yawkey, Bay and Bosenkraoz, was 
appointed to consider the advisability 
of breaking county lines and if it 
deems such breaking desirable then 
it shall draft and report a senate bill 
to the full committee. 
Three mem 
bere of this sub-cornmittee voted la 
the big committee in favor of infrac­ 
tion. 
Still at presens it is very un­ 
certain indeed what the final deter­ 
mination with regard to county lines 
will be.
